The column was closed up after 
crossing three or four deep ravines 
dismantled, and the order was given to 
charge, about two-miles inside of the 
mouth of thecanyon.

DEATH OF THE BRAVE M KENNEY. 


It was then that Lieutenant McKen- 
ney, commanding company M of the 
fourth cavalry, the first battalion, fell, 
shot in the head and body bya volley, 
behind a ridge, where he had been or- 
dered to place his company. When 
failing he cried to his men, “Get back 
from this place, you are ambushed,” 
and then exclaimed just after, “Oh! my 
poor, mother! Tell her! Tell her!” 


DESPERATE STRUGGLE FOR A POSITION 


His men fied from the fatal spot, but 
immedia'ely rushed back again and 
swept the savages from the ravine, kill- 
ing about a dozen of them and holdin 
the position, which they had intawed 
to take. 

Nearly all of our mer who were kill- 
ed outright fell in their first dash or 
from reckless exposure afterward. 
WELL ARMED CHEYENNE SHARPSA OOTERS. 


Several of the soldiers were wound- 
ed during the fight by bullets from hos- 
tiles posted at a distance beyond the 
reach of their carbine balls, most of the 
Indians having the long range infaniry 
un. 
“ AN UNEQUAL CONTEST. 
A belching fire was kept up by the 
soldiers for some bours, while the hos- 
tiles fired with extremecaution. They 
had crawled into the many cares inthe 
rocky sides of tt e canyon, others were 
lying down in the dark ravines, while 
many were riding round on the flat 
hills at the head of the canyon, having 
the advantage of uson ali points saye 
numbers so far as we then knew, 
GOOD CONDUCT OF THE TROOPS. 
Gen. Mackenzie’s command discov- 
ered no littie coolness and bravery in 
dislodging small parti‘s from advan- 
tageous points, and had some thrilling 
fights at close quarters. They had no 
cowards to eacounter in the Chey- 
enres, some of whom seemed to court 
death by their reckless dashes. About 
11 o’clock the heavy firing was checked 
on our side. Meanwhile the hostiles 
were taking their tamilies through the 
raviaes to the hills, and firing from ali 
points at oncetodefend them and re- 
ve themselves for the capture of 
their ponies and the loss of their vil- 
lage, already set on fire.. They crept 
cautiously from one point to another, 
as their retreat ex them to our 
guns and we found shelter trom their 
bullets, fortifying themselves as they 
moved about 
UNDER A FIERCE FIRE. 


Most of their guns covered a little 
plain lying between the village and a 
red bluff under the crest of the moun- 
tain forming the north wall of the can- 
yon. I passed across this plain several 
times during the fight with General 
Mackenzie and staff,and the fire was 
invariably -oncentrated on us. As we 
crossed once I had 

A LIVELY RACE, 
and, though a man and horse about ten 
yards ahead of me toppled over, I 
passed through safely. 

NO TIME TO BAT. 

This was about one o’clock in the 
afternoon, and we had not had any- 
thing to eat since three o’clock of the 
previous afternoon. About four o’clock 
the volleys grew fewer, and some of the 
men got a chance: to go to the pack 
train, which bad arrived meanwhile, 
and get a bite. By sundown all was 
quiet.

At a hedting of of Sonth Carolinians | 
held tn this city on the evening of the 15th ult.,

in a recent address te the voters of Fulton 
county he announces bimself a candidate for 
the office of ordinary in opposition to the regu- 
lar democratic nominee. This is so character- 
istic of the man that it creates neither surprise 
nor alarm, His moral essay on the people's 
rights iu ta. choice of their public officers is 
stale and stereotyped and quite familiar to the 
ear of every school boy. 

His charge that the late nomination, by pri- 
mary election is nota fair expression of a choice 
of the democratic party is ridiculously absurd.

Editors Constitution : Since the Brook- 
lyn fire I have received a few dozen inquiries 
ebout the precautions taken in my opera 
house against fire, and the means of escape in 
case of accident, and I bave been rquested by 
maDy persons to make my answer public #0 as 
io relieve the mind of the ladies of any appre- 
hension that may poison the pleasure they seek 
jm the theatre. 

I will at first state that a five, if it cou'd catch 
during a petiormance, could peverspreed. We 
read in the northern p pers that two buckets of 
water on haud upon the stage of the Brooklyn 
theatre would have prevented the honrible 
tragedy. 

Upon my stage I h:ve two Babcock’s Extin- 


| guishera, one at each side, always reedy ior ac- 


tion, and my stage hands can manege them. 
Iustead of two buckets of water, I have a large 
barrel containing between twen'y-five and 


} thirty bickets of water, just placed upon the 


top of the stage, where it can be used handily 
for any pixce of the scenery that would getcn 
fire. Everybody is aware of the efficiency cf 
the Balcock apparatus for extinguishing an in- 
cipient conflagration, and I can sav thai with 
them andthe water on hand no fire can gaiu 
headway upon my etage, ifone should occur. 
Another cause that would preveut the spread- 
ing of a fire, ise the want of material. All the 
scenery is in the grooves, pone above like 
in the large nerthern theatres. The flames 
above the grooves would find oniy, high ur, 
the roof without openings, and upon this roof, 
covered with tin and slates, the flames could not 
have a promptaction. The immense quantity 
of scenery and the complicated machinery of 
large theatres are not here to furnish to the fire a 
material to spread like lightning and be soon 
outof humancontrol. I must add aleo that my 
galleries, for the most part separated from the 
stage by a twenty-inca brick wal!, cannot fall, 
like the walis of the suspended gaileries of 
the Brookiyn theatre. They are supported by 
columns which will stand any fire and ar 
pressure, and they are not connected in any wa, 
whatever with the frame of the stage. 
Besides the two principal doors of the front, I 
have a large fire escape on the back, accessible 
from the parquette and galleries, Last October, 
at a performance of Haverly’s minstrels, we had 
a crowded house; I opened that door and, 
watch in hand, I found that in two and a kaif 
minutes after the fall of the curtain the last one 
of-the iarge crowd was outof the theatre. Be- 
sides these three doors the:e are eighteen win- 
dows on the first story of the theatre, ail around, 
all of them socessible, with a sixteen-feet Jaa 
der. It seems that the Brooklyn theatre had 
none atreach. Still anoihers curity; thefie 
engine <f Taliulab lies w thi: fifty feet ot the 
opera house, and the hook and ladder compa- 
ny’s house is within three huodred yards. In 
my honest and candid opision I believe that 
there is no danger whatever in my theatre for 
any disaster by fire, and that the mcst timid 
can come to the performances and feel perfectly 
at ease.
